During the past month I have been able to visit the 
three Indian Day Schools in this Agency as well as the Fort 
Resolution Residential School, As this trip was made just after 
the opening of the schoolterm I believe it worth while to report 
on my observations at each point. 

On September 22nd, I proceeded to Fort me to check on 
progress of repairs to this building. This work is nearing com- 
pletion and a very good job has been obtained, The entire building 
has been insulated and the second story as well. This gives a 
manual training room for future use, The first floor has been 
divided intwo with all old partitions removed, giving two good 
class rooms, The dividing partition is movable and the school will 
now make a good hall, All walls of first floor have been lined with 
gyprock wallboard and painted. Part of the second story has been 
lined as well, but there was a shortage of material and this will be 
obtained next year when the work can be completed. This gives a 
very good fireproof interior ond very durable. 

The whole interior has been painted including the ceilings 
The windows, which just arrived by last boat of the season, are 
being put in and when the teacher returns from his holidays, the 
buklding should be complete ready for school. 

The two new oil stoves have arrived as well as fuel oil, 
all noon lunch materials and the teachers ration have been put into 
Fort Rae onthe last boat, 

I expect to pick up the carpenter by plane before the 
middle of October and will then pay all wages and incidentals and 
send an accounting to your office. 

I have seen enormous progress at ali the schools since 
last term and I believe we can look forward with confidence to the 
results that will be obtained from the new type of school in the 
Northwest Territories.

The alterations and repairs to the Ft. Hae School hyge 
now been completed and the balance of the accountable advance as 
well as the statement of expenditures is enclosed herewith. 

he following work was completed by Mr. James Cull and 
two Indian helvers.

™he above work was done between August 20th. and October 
2th. Mr. Cull returning to Yellowknife on the 


in 
Public Workes to pay their foreman carpenter at > r 
per hour and to deduct $1.25 a day for board. The DPW supply this 
board at what-ever it costs and they absort the difference. 

1t Ft. Rae there are no places to eat and at the start 
we were able to get a woman to cook for $1.50 per day while we were 
to supply the food. This lasted for one month and then the carpenter 
was able to stav with the R.C.M.Police and‘we continued to supply 
his food while they made no charge for any work they did in prepare 
ing any of his meals. There is no doubt we received cheaper board 
this way than through any other arrangement. ; 

In order to get carventers into places like Ft. Rae we 
have to fly them in and out. I took the carpenter in when i was 
making a flight and CP Airlines brought him out on one of their 
regular runs. I vaid this fare out of the standing advance. 


Don Lafferty and Alex lickenzie who are both Treaty 
with two dependents were hired as helpers and as both boarded at 
home no deductions were made from their pay for this. 

At all these out-of-the-way places we are forced to pay 
the Indians some of their wages as they work, otherwise they will 
NOtbe able to feed themselves and their families. With this in mina 
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anlihgoments were made with the Hudson's Bay Co. to advance money 
as the work progressed and that I would make the pay cheques for 
the Indians payable to the Hudson's Bay for the amount advanced. 
This will account for the pay cheques being made out as they are, 
with the extra amount due the workers paid directly to them at the 
end of the work. 

If we donot arrange for wages of Indians to be paid this 
way it would never be possible to get a Native to work for more than 
a few days before he would quite. 


Unemployment Insurance stamps and Revenue stamps for all 
chesues were paid for in cash and cheques were made payable to my~ 
self for the amounts. 


Receiver General Cheques were made out for Income tax 
deducted from James Cull, Board deducted from James Cull, Employees 
share of Unemployment Insurange deducted and the unexpended balance 
of the advance sent to me here. 


The revairs that were undertaken at this school have, I 
am sure, made a very good small two room school out of what was 
an old store. The walls were formerly covered with paper and every 
thing was dirty from smoke and age, it being impossible for any 
teacher to make it cheerful. As there was a good frame to work 
from we now have what I would consider is a good two room school 
and with the addition of combination porch and cloakroom with wash 
rooms for the winter months and possibly put the building on a low 
cement foundation this school would make an ideal manual’ training 
building at such time as a new school may be errected. As the build- 
ing is on solid rock it would last for many years if a small wall 
is put in. 


I am quite sure that the building has been put into as 
good condition as possible with the materials available at Rae. It 
will be noted that a limited amount of extra building supplies 
were purchased as instructed in your telegram of August 17th. These 
supplies as well as lime used in shavings have been vouchered through 
for payment from Ottawa. 


The unloading of freight and hauling from Frank's Channel 
was made necessary by the very late delivery of windows for the 
school, fuel oil and some other extras. The Northern Transportation 
Co. could not get within six of eight miles of Rae due to low water 
and we were forced to hire a local man with a power scow. The Hudson's 
Bay paid this man and sent the accounts here for payment. 


I trust this accounting is satisfactory and that all the 
necessary information has been included.

1946, concerning the establishment of day schools in the two 
Aklavik Residential School buildings. Representations were 
received from the Indians School Adminstration of the Missionary 
Society of the Church of England in Canada for the establishment 
of a day school at Aklavik to accommodate day school pupils 
who were going to an Indian Residential School. It is understood 
that the Adminstration Branch are sending in a third teacher 
which relieved us of the necessity of building a day school. 


Therefore, steps were taken to have an Order in 
Council passed providing for the establishment of an Aklavik 
Day School. This Order in Council has now been passed and the 
establishment of a day school is authorized. According to a 
statement received from the M.S.C.C., there are twenty-two day 
children in attendance at this school. It has been decided to 
pay Miss Harrington as the day school teacher at the rate of two 
thirds of the normal salary allowed a day school teacher with her 
qualifications. Therefore, she will be entitled to a salary at 
the rate of $104.(0 a month. Please find attached Quarterly 
Returns which should be submitted by her as the teacher of a day 
school and also Family ‘llowance forms which should be submitted 
monthly. Would you please send the Quarterly Returns in 
accompanied by a voucher requesting payment of salary for miss 
Harrington at the rate of $104.00 a teaching month. This voucher 
should be made out in duplicate.

I have for answer the late Canon House's 
letter of December 16th concerning the above. We have received 
also a statement of quelifications of Miss Harrington. It is 
noted that she holds a first class certificate and has five years 
experience in Indian schools. ‘This means that she is entitled 
to a salary of $1560.00 per academic year on our day school teachers' 
Salary schedule. 


In view of the fact that twenty-two day 
school pupils are attending this school, we would be willing to 
pay her two thirds of the rate normally paid to a day school teacher. 
Therefore, her salary for the 1947-48 academic year would be 
$1040,00. 


I have today written to our Indian Agent 
at Fort Norman informing him of this fact. I have requested that 
he submit a veucher covering the payment of this amount to Miss 
Harrington on a quarterly basis. I have also forwarded him copies 
of our day school Cuarterly Returns and Family llowance Returns 
so that these might be submitted by Miss Harrington covering the 
day school pupils attending the Aklavik hesidential School.

In reply to your letter of April 4, 1950, 
I have been in touch with Principal Gibson who gives the fol- 
lowing reasons for the low day school pupilage at his school: 


(a) With the anticipated opening of the new day school Mr. 
Bouchard and Principal Gibson asked that no beginners 
be sent to the All Saints' day school. Apparently no 
teachers were forthcoming for the new day school and 
it did not open on schedule. 


The measles epidemic in the community made it necessary 
to isolate the residential school and the class rooms. 


The Principal also informed that over and 
above the Indian pupilage figure recorded in your letter of 
April 4th there was an average of four white pupils and one 
Gay school pupil attending classes.

Fort Good Hope Indian Day School. 


The Department of Public Works will 
be constructing for this Department this summer a 
two-room Indian Day School with attached teachers' 
residence at Fort Good Hope, Northwest Territories. 
This building will be located on lots 13 and 14, 
approximately one hundred yards from the station of 
the Royal Canadian Corps of Signals. At this signal 
station, it is necessary for maintenance men to be 
on duty twenty-four hours per day in connection 
with the power plant installed there. I am advised 
that some consideration has—béen-piven to the 
installation ofgenerating units for the requirements 
of the Royal Canadian Corps of Signals. 


The District Engineer of the Department 
of Public Works has recommended that we approach 
you concerning the supplying of electrical power for 
school purposes at Fort Good Hope. The type of power 
unit required elsewhere for schools of this type is a 
Diesel engine capable of delivering approximately 18/20 
horse power at 1200 R.P.M. The electrical generator is 
12.5 KeV.A. 120/240 volt, 60 cycle alternating current 
unit. 


The District Engineer of the Department of 
Public Works feels that it would be a waste of public 
funds to supply a generator to our school at this point 
when we are so close to a source of electrical power 
which might be shared by another Government Department. 
We are quite prepared to pay for this power if you can 
agree to authorizing tts provision by the Royal Canadian 
Corps of Signals. 


Your cooperation in this connection would be 
sincerely appreciated as we are doing everything possible 
to bring adequate educational facilities to the Indians, 
Whites, and Half-breeds of the Northwest Territories. 

The cost of building these schools is very high and 
any assistance which might be given by your Department 
would help greatly in the operation of this particular 
school at Fort Good Hope.

As it is now at the close of water navigation on the 
Mackenzie River I am in a position to report regerding the school 
supplies which have been received at Fort Good Hope. As a result 
of a radiogram to the Carpenter Foreman of this Department at that 
place I received the following reply, dated September 24thi~ 


"BXPECT SCHOOL TO BE READY FOR CLASSES BY DECHMBER 
RIRST ONZ TEACH DESK,ABOUT 24 SCHOOL DESKS, GROCERY RATION, 
KITOHEN ‘TABLE AND STOVE STORED AT SCHOOL. BOOKS ,CLOTHING AT 
ROMP SO FAR HAVE NOT MOUND ANY OTHER FURNITURE FOR SCHOOL." 


Evidently from the above, furniture for the classrooms 
has been received, as well as grocery rations and 4 kitchen table 
and stove, 4n addition to books am clothing. There appears 
to be a shortage of furniture to completely equip the living quarters 
4n the manner which is probably required,on 4 permanent basis. 
However, this Department ( Public Works) has beds, mattresses, 
kitchen equipment,etc., in connection with a camp which has been 
in operation for our construction crew. ‘Thus, if your teacher 
arrives late this fall,there appears a chance of improvising from 
materials on hand so as to carry on over the coming winter. 


The present indications are that the school will have 
reached such a stage of completion that classes can begin on 
December lst or thereabouts. This is snonitty after the end of 
the freeze-up period when our carpener ore eet have remained there 
over freeze-up,will be withdrawn from that place. 


A general report regarding progress of construction of all

This has reference to completion of placing roofing on 
built-up tar and gravel roof,which wrk it was not advisable to do 
during the cold weather of this fall; placing of outside siding which 
was deferred in order to advance interior work when sub-tradesmen of 
plumbers, heaters, and electricians were at the site; and other 
miscellaneous finish wrk.

On December 17, 1949, I stopped at 
Fort Good Hope long enough to inspect the new 
school building and would report as follows: 


This building is in an unfinished 
state. I understand the Army plens to finish this 
project this summers At present, one of the olass- 
rooms is on the way to completion; the other has 
much interior work to be done. The woodwork has 
not been finished or varnished. The floors are 
in a rough state. The walls ere to be decorated 
and the outside of the pbuilding is to be sheeted, 


I understand that this school has 
been connected with the local ReCeCeS. Power 
supply. This is a good policy in view of the fact 
that there is no one available to attend to the 
local plant and that the local R.C.C. . Station 
has an abundance of power for all local buildings. 


It appears that this school is being 
well cmstructed and that we should have a very 
fine building when the interior and exterior work 
4s completed, the plumbing connected to some 
outside set-up ana the pbuilding finished in every 
detail. 

A 2,000 gallon water tank, hot water 
heater, and shower room ghould be provided as has 
been provided at Fort Resolution. This is essential 
in the interests of good sanitation and health.

I received your telegram of the 13th instent stating 
that you will try end have the teacher stey at Yort Norman,N.¥.Te, 
until the school is completed. You also mentioned it wes not 
expedient w have the teacher remain at Fort Simpson,or at some 
other point temporarily until the teacher could be installed in the 
new school at fort Good Hope. My reason for maggesting Fort Simpson 
was that there is property which I understand has been recently 
purchased for school purposes but I aid not have full information 4s 
to whet plans your Department might be making for supplying © teacher. 
In making that suggestion by radiogram I realise I wos trespassing on 
a sphere of wrk which was not my omn,but it was only done as 4 
suggestion if it wuld relieve the problem of accommodation for several 
months until the Fort Geod Hope school were fully completed. 


In my radiogrem I gave two dates of completion, namely October 
15th and December 15th. The release of only fifty percent of the 
funds es mipply has meant that we have had to hold back our cons truction 
activities so as to be assured the funds would not be exhausted before 
further money was granted. On this account a smaller crew was sent 
Fort Good Hope than would otherwise have been the case,and the completion 
date of the building is thus set at December 15th. As mentioned in 
my radiogram,however, if it were possible to have the full grent for 
Fort Good Hope school mede available immedi ately,further men could still 
pe sent in eo that the completion date could be aivanced. 


In regaré to providing storage space for desks, jenitor supplies, 
and food for the teacher, this will be attended to. I am sending 
instructions to Mr.D.leHawkins, our Forewan at Fort Good Hope,to take 
delivery of all these articles. Freight bills and the accounts for the 
purchase of the articles, will have to be attended to end I am asking 
hia to send wpies of the Bills of Lading as received by him, to me for 
forwerding to youe This should answer as your receipt so that the 
gerious accounts might be paid. 


Since we hope to have the school at Fort Good Hope finished late 
tote fall, the only method open was to send desks, janitor supplies , 
end food for the teacher. This would permit the building being occupied 
some ere between OctotM@r amd Decenber end classes in progress this winter. 


In regard to the school at Fort Franklin, practically all our 
supplies are currently stored at Great Bear River where this Depertmm t 
nos minteined a depot camp with a number of buildings situated there. 
fhe point on Great Bear River where the materials are stored is at 
¢-Cherles Repids, where © portage road exists,said place of storage 
being out 40 miles west of Fort Franklin. It is intended to have all 
aaterieis moved to Fort Franklin within the next several weeks ,as it 
has pot been possible to do so earlier on account of ice conditions in 
Great Ber Lake. A gmall carpenter crew is being placed at work at 
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fort Franklin to receive materials, erect temporary buildings, errange 
for gravel end pour foundations,and do such other preliminary work as may be 
possible this year. Acta) cgas truction wuld thus be aivanced next 


regard to Fort Franklin, if the Purchase Requisition has not 
been issued for desks, chairs and tables for the teacher, I would 
this be act done. There are articles of this type on hend 
owned by this Departae at at Great Bear River which are surplus to our needs 
and they would probably answer your requirements These wuld be declared 
surplus to War Auacte end no doubt made available you at @ nominal 
ch sarge.

The subject matter of your letter and the enquiries 
contained therein have, in part, been covered in my letter No. 
2622 of September 30th to the Chief Engineer of the Department of 
Public Works, and regarding which I asked a copy be sent you. 


—_— 


Regarding Fort Franklin school, it was necessary to close 
down this work just prior to freeze-up so that our carpenters wuld not 
be caught there over freeze-up and run out of work. Owing to the 
lateness of the season it was impossible for workmen who should have 
installed the furnace and hot-air heating and also the electrical 
men,to arrive at this isolated point and complete their wrk,without 
the danger of being caught over the freeze-up period. Since these 
sub-tradesmen could not carry out their part of the wrk, it was 
impossible for the carpenters t continue on the finish wrk within 
the building « 


In regard to Arctic Red River, it was impossible to make a 
stert on this building owing to the murtailment of funds at the first 
of the season in 1949. Providing funds of the full amount requested 
dre aveilable early in 1950 comtruction season, there appears a very 
good chance of canpleting the school at Arctic Red River in 1950, 


In regard to school supplies, janitor supplies, desks, 
furniture for the living quarters, mtions for the teacher,etce,

In fact 
the arrival of these fittings, furniture and so forth, at 
a settlexent where there is little, if any, warehouse 
storage space, presents a problem and it is doubtful if such 
should be delivered until the school building is ready to 
receive these articles, which represent a considerable 
investuent. It should, however, be possible to begin work 
next spring on the school project and have it completed early 
in June when the first boat arrives there. Incoming shipments 
of furniture, classroom supplies, fittings, rations for the 
geacher and so forth should be scheduled to arrive on the 
first boat arriving at Rocher River next year.

On September léth, ~woeosded to Kochor River with 
Agency hort. Thies school hed epened for tho firet tine on Sep= 
tember the Gth, and was vrecvessing very faveurchly. Tho day I 
ettended thie school 36 puctis © ittonfance and a few more 
were oxpested to come ine For tre most pert iis omver or 
possibly 1 few move will be the limite Gaw of thea scrildyven 
will move out with thetr pevents for the winter lnnt Wut I believe 
Well over 25 will be in attendance at all times. 

The Superintendent of Indtan Education veo contacted and 
perwision to cousetmct a limited mmbex of tables anc benches to 
accomodate the extre pupile wes obtained. These tebles were to be 
80 constructed thet they cen be uced as ping-pong tebles in a gunes 
room onee more dosks are obtained, 

A large aumber, if not «11 the netivos at this settlement 
are in the settlement for the greater part of the summer and now 
that we have a welfare teacher at this point, I believe wo should one 
couwage gardening, etc.e, if we are to improve tho welfare of those 
natives. Mr. & Mrs, Blackburn are very enthusiastic about doing just 
this work and as we have a tractor at Resolution, I will have it taken 
to Rosher River and plow up a section of the selioo, yer’ as well as an 
area for communal gardens, I% is ry understanding that this type of 
work is part of the Welfare teachers jot and in this country the first 
requirement is to improve the Indians standard of living by better 
nethods of obtaining his food and clothinuge A request for rekes and 
hoes for the spring 2reniug was noted and is on atiached requisition, 

Ae to Mx, Blackburn's status, it is obvious that he sxpects

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to be second teacher when there are over 30 pupils and wantg to 
hire a man to haul water, carry in wood and do the janitor Be 
I underetood that Mr. Blackburn was to look after the sehool and 
we were not going to hire « janitor, From my talks with hin I 
gathered thet he felt thet the teaching of the extre pupils and 
the night classes he took made it impossible to do the janitor 
work, As Mrs. Blackburn is the welfare teacher, I thought it was 
her place to teach the older persons end to contact the Indians in 
the s ottlement.

I inspected the Rocher River Indian Day 
School on Tuesday, November 29th and would report 
as follows: 


There were 37 pupils in attendance at 

the school and 1 was under the impression that the 
children were learning considerable under Mrs, Blackburn's 
supervision. Complete renort of this school will 
follow as soon as time permits. 
‘te aga During my visit to this settlement, the 

local people requested that I attend a publie_meeting 
in the school. At this meeting, Mr. Duncan was Blected 
unanimously, by all present, as @fficial irustec. jie 
said that he would be willing to ‘act as custodia 

of school property and do everything possible to 
further education. All of the parents in this 

district are Roman Catholic, yet they were very 
disappointed that religious education was given at the 
school. They told me that they had informed the local 
priest that they would withdraw their children from 

the school if he continued to enforce their children 


to remain during the religious education period. The 
priest told them that they would be excommunicated 
from the church, to which they replied that this made 
little difference to them. He further informed them 
that he would cut their Family Allowance payments 

if they did not remain for religious education. 


SH The local people also acquainted me with 

the fact that the Blackburns had announced that they 
would like to have the local priest live in the school 
residence while at this point. The local people 

greatly resented any interference in the school by 

the local priest and informed me that they would 

withdraw their children from the school if a satisfactory 
solution was not arrived at immediately. 


In order to keep this school operating, 
the parents so desiring demanded that they have the 
right to submit a written statement to the Principal 
requesting that their children be exempt from the 
religious education period from 3:50 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. 
Mrs. Blackburn indicated that this plan would work 
quite well, 


I am submitting this statement in order 
that you will be informed of the developments in this

Our Indian Superintendent has written at sone 
length concerning the Rocher River School and J felt you would be 
interested in his comments regarding Mr. MeKinnon's action: 


“At Rocher River we have two factions, one the 
Hudson's Bay trader and the other a free trader. In between there 
ie @ group of no good white trash who are dead beats anywhere. 
To establish a school board of this type of person or in a comaunity 
such as this will only give the teacher untold grief. None of the 
whites are out of the fueding, which it is im no uncertain terus 
and the Bay Manager is just as much a part of the whole thing as 
any one else, Even the Police dislike going to Rocher niver 
hecause all one hears is a long series of fantastic tales about one 
party when he visite one store and then hears equally as fantastic 
from the other store when he visite it. To make the teacher respons~ 
ible to any of these individuals would be to drive hin out by the 
first plane.

“The above probably does not interest you but 
it is one of my objections to having a trustee out of the Kocher 
River whites appointed. If these people were a little more 
interested in the sehool and incidentally the Indians than they 
are about their own fairy tales, which do cause plenty of trouble 
then I would be in favor of a trustee but not the way things 
etand, A trustee from any section of the Rocher River uhites 
would be a stool pigeon who would haunt the teacher day and 
night. 


"J feel the school work is progressing very favor- 
ably and the Indians seam only too willing to attend. There is 
no trouble with them and all social activities are very orderly 
and very well attended by these people. ‘The only ones who do not 
goem to know their places are some of the whites who as in most 
places have been the real offenders where it comes to bringing 
aleohol to the Indians. I think this is answering a long felt 
need in Rocher River and if the Teacher can be kept out of the 
petty jealousy that exists then we need not worry about the 
final outeome being a success."

T do not feel that Mr. Blackburn has made any attempt 
mmo make the school equipment run and even though this school £ 
is of very poor construction I am sure that the equinvment can 
be run in a much better way. It is not possible to hire the 
local Indians to do this work as none of them have any ideas 
regarding mechanical equipment, although it would be imnossible 
to do less than is done now. This school is situated in a very 

small settlement and it would not be possible to have both a 
teacher and a janitor, but if the teacher was to have some 
knowledge of mechanical equipment and sive him authority to 
hire local help to wash floors, polish and wax, carry wood, 
bring in ice, clean un the engine room, keep fuel in the 
engine and so forth then we should not have the vresent grief 
we do have. All the extra jobs should be done on an hourly 
wage basis and the teacher given an extra 330.00 ner month to 
check the light nlant himself. It is impossible to hire anyone 
with mechanical knowledge in Rocher River and no man will look 
after the light plant for $330.00 if this is all he has to do. 


IT believe that the janitor work and the light plant and 
wood and ice hauls should be a full time job and whether the 
princinal has to hire it done or whether we put ina married 
woman and herhusband do the work we are going to be forced to 
pay out at least 3150.00 per month for the work done. Mr. 
Blackburn has only received the $30.00 per month that I have 
vouchered through to him and he felt that he was to receive 
a stated amount whether teaching or not and that when he was 
teaching he would not attend to the nlant but would turn over 
the 530.00 to someone else to do the work. I have a copy of 
your letter of August 15th, file 910-1 (E) and I mst admit 
that it is slightly misleading if not carefully examined and 
as Mr. Blackburn is too excitable to concentrate he took your 
letter to mean that he would receive a salary whether teaching 
or not and when not teaching an extra $30.00 to look after the 
plant, also that when he did start to teach he would nass the 
$30.00 on to someone else. This is his complaint about salary 
but everything has gone haywire from the day he arrived and he 
needs daily supervision regarding the eqhipment. I cannot give 
this as it costs {150.00 for every plane ride into the place 
therefore I find that I have to agree with Mr. McKinnon that 
we need a local school board or sub-trustce or a home and 
school association that will take the well being of the 
school serious and check up on teacher and janitors who donot 
perform their required duties. 


In the Northwest Territories we have to rely upon each 
man to run his or her own estabilshment without daily supervision 
and unless we receive this type of pnerson everything will go 
down hill. A service man cannot be on call every hour of the 
day to out-of-the-way nlaces, and as they are large establish- 
ments with much technical equipment, then we must have teachers 
who know the rudiments of electricity and mechanics or we will 
never keen our schools open. At many settlements schools are 
hooked up to the Army Signals or Dept. of Transport and at such 
a place maintenance amounts to sweening and oiling one motor. 
At my two large schools we have self contained vnits that rely 
on their own plants and equipment and we must have teachers or 
teachers husbands who can qualify enough to do the very simplest 
of mechanical chores such as chaning fuses, keening nlant and 
motors otled and fuel in the tank. 


I know these schools are set in isolated settlements 
and that teachers are hard to get, but from the very location 
of theseSchools it is a must that we get couples who can be 
relied upon tofun the place on their own in order that we may 
receive the full benifit of the moneys spent.

Under these circums ances, 
I would suzgest that construction proceed as far as it is practicavle 
to do so this year without incurring unnecessary expense, am that the 
work oe suspended until next spring. At that time, the snall amount 
of carventer work remaining to be done can be attended to and arrange= 
ments for the ielivery of classroom furniture and supplies for the teacher's 
quarters. By this means, the school would probably be completed soon 
after the arrival of the first boat and, if the furnishings were receiveu 
at the same time, classes could becin avout July 15th. It is considered 
this information should ove passed to Mr. Je We McKinnon, Inspector of 
Schools for the Northwest Territorios, and a spare copy of this letter 
is enclosed for this purpose.

Ri; ROCHER RIVER. 


The 2 Classroom Day School and 
Teachers’ juarters has been erected and has outside 
finish on the walls and a built-up tar and gravel 
roof recently completed by a roofing contractor from 
Edmonton, The roughing-in has been done for electricity. 
The hot-air furnace and heating ducts are now being 
installed. It was not possible for the plumbing contractor 
to deliver materials to destination this year, Owing, in 
part to the lateness in which the contract was let, and 
also to the fact that there are only about four boats per 
season from Fort smith to this point. Carpenter work has 
advanced to a point where three carpenters could finish by 
early December, fork on this project was closed down for 
the season on the 16th instant, largely due to the 
impossibility of having a generator delivered which was 
necessary for operation of the blower in connection with 
the hot-air furnace. I wrote you by letter 2961 on 
October 6th, in reference to specifications calling for a 
fully automatic electric generating machine and the 
reluctance of firms to supply this unit. I am still 
awaiting your instructions if a manually controlled machine 
could be installed. 


30 far as 1 know, no desks or classroom 
fittings have been received at Rocher River, and there is 
no furniture on hand for the teachers’ quarters. In fact 
the arrival of these fittings, furniture and so forth, at 
a settlement where there is little, if any, warehouse 
storage space, presents a problem and it is doubtful if such 
should be delivered until the school building is ready to 
receive these articles, which represent a considerable 
investment. It should, however, be possible to begin work 
next spring on the school project and have it completed early 
in June when the first boat arrives there. Incoming shipments 
of furniture, classroom supplies, fittings, rations for the 
beacher and so forth should be scheduled to arrive on the 
first boat arriving at Rocher River next year.

In connection with Acting Director MacKay’s memorandum 
to you of October 26th last, bearing your marginal notation thereon 
of the 27th, we make the following comments with regard to the 
electtical plant specified for the above school. 


This Division prepared architectural, heating and 
electrical drawings, Index No. 860 and bill of materials for the 
construction of a Two Classroom Day School with Teachers Kesidence 
for use at various locations in the Northwest Territories including 
the above. 


Prior to the preparation of heating and electrical 
drawings, a conference was held at which decisions were reached in 
connection with the type of fuel to be used for heating purposes, 
and the type of electrical power supply to ve provided in locations 
where a power source is not available. 


The decisions reached are noted in kr. Lamberton's 
memorandum No. 18272 dated April 14, 1948, which established that 
one 110 volt alternating current generating unit shall be provided 
for the Rocher River School end also that wood fuel is to be used 
for heating. 


Our electrical drawings were prepared as a standard and 
are applicable, in accordance with inatructions contained in the ball 
of materials, for locations with or without electrical power supply. 


Our heating plans were prepared using 4 foreed hot air 
system automatically controlled by a room thermostat to meintein a 
pre-determined temperature. The bill of materials was based on oil 
fuel, the intention being that the necessary changes needed to burn 
any other fuel, would be furnished by letter, upon advice to this 
Division that construction of the building would be proceeded with 
4n an area where a fuel other than oil was to be used. 


To satisfy the requirements laid down by the heating 
design, it was necessary to have electrical energy available whenever 
the room temperature dropped below a pre-determined value, at any 
time in a 24 hour period during the heating season. To supply such 
a service with an alternating current type of generating unit, it 
ie necessaty that it be operated continually or that the unit be 
equipped with automatic controls to start the unit whenever power 
ie required. 


If we provided a continual operating source of A.G. 
power, it would be necessary to house the unit in a building igo \ated 
from the school to eliminate noise and it would also be advisable to 
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provide a standby unit. To keep our design in accordance with 
conditions laid down, it was necessary that an automatically 
controlled generating set be specified. 


We included space on the rear of the school building 
to house the generator set, as it was felt that three or four short 
operating periods required during sleeping hours would not be a 
iisturbing factor. 


This Division is of the opinion that a 110 volt direet 
current storage battery electrical system would be more applicable 
te the site, as with this type of installation the generator set 
would be operated for charging purposes, only several times per 
week, and a supply of power would be available at all times, Due 
to the relatively small number of operating hours per week of this 
equipment, as compared with an alternating current unit, a standby 
generating unit is not considered a requisite. This system would 
also prove more economical from the standpoint of operation and 
maintenance, 


The use of such equipment would eliminate the required 
automatic feature as specified, about which the manufacturers ex- 
press concern because of the lack of electrical maintenance in this 
area in cases of breakdowns, We do not recommend a manually con- 
trolled A.C. set without a standby because it would, in all proba- 
bility be run continually to furnish power as required for heating 
and lighting and the availability of maintenance service would be 
questionable. 


It will be necessary to prepare now electrical drawings 
and bill of materials as well as specifications for electrical power 
plant if the above suggestions are adopted. Electrical equipment 
used in the heating system wiil have to be specified to suit the 
direct current power supply, as at present the equipment specified 
is based on a power source of 110/220 volts A.C. 


The above suggestions are contrary to the decisions 
reached in this matter as outlined in Mr. Lamberton's memorandum, 
but we believe this system is better suited to the conditions than 
an alternating current installation and would prove more reliable 
than the manually controlled A.C. generating unit suggested by 
Mr. W. J. Johnston. 


We have no information in connection with the progress 
of the construction and assume that the wiring changes neccessary to 
convert from 3 wire 110/220 volt A.C. to 2 wire 110 volt D.C. and 
arrangements for the provision of different types of lighting 
fixtures can be made,

I am replying to your letters of December 22rd, 
1948 and February 16th, 1949 in reference to electrical 
power to be supplied at school at Rocher River, N.W.T. 


Attached to letter of December 23rd was 4 menorandum 
prepared by T.E. Mills, Chief Engineer Engineering and 
Construction Division, Department of mines and Resources. 
Mr. Mills recommended that a direct current generating 
unit be supplied rather than the Alternating Current 
automatically controlled unit which had been earlier 
recommended. 


Attached hereto is a cost estimate for a dt rect 
current power plant for Rocher River. This estimate has 
been prepared by Mr. J.E. Kellett of this office. 


When the decision is made to change from alternating 
current to direct current, 4t will be impossible to 
provide battery space, and also space for the direct 
current machinery, in the school building 4{tself. Itis 
thus necessary to take advantage of 4 warehouse building 
which was constructed for general storage, and to remodel 
same to house the direct current batteries and machinery. 


Te cost for a direct current set with batteries, 
as per attached estimate, is $8,823.29 for the purghase 
of equi nen and its installation in the building at 
Rocher River, ready to function. The life of batteries 
ina direct current installation is 660 chargings.

This farm quoted 
on a 450 ampere hour battery and promised delivery in from 
three to four weeks from receipt of order. I therefore re- 
commend: acceptance of the tender of Bruce Robinson Electric 
Limited for a price of #4,798.00 f.0.b., Waterways, Sales 
Tax included. Tnis firm promise delivery in from three to 
four weeks and it is necessary to have shipment go forward from 
Waterways early in the season. I would therefore ask that I¢e 
notified by telegram as soon as approval is given for this 
purchase. 


The original tender as obtained from Bruce Robinson 
Limited is attached hereto. I do not consider it necessar to 
send all the other tenders receiveé, but these are on file 
here. 


COMPARISON OF DIRECT CURRENT AND ALTERNATING CURRENT UNITS ¢ 


you will note from the above, that the D.C. Unit costs 
$8,823.29 as against 44,836.76 for an A.C. Unit. However, TI 
believe it is the feeline in Ottawa that the lower maintenance 
costs of a direct current installation would more than fav 
the inttial capital expense. That is a mtter of electrical 
maintenance economics which I do not care to £0 into, and 
am not thus expressing any i jon on; In other words, the 
decision to switch from an alternatine current to a direct 
current installation was made in Ottawa. Thus my recommendation 
for the purchase of a direct current installation and the 
acceptance of Bruce Robinson #lectric Tender for $4,498.00 is 
only following out the decision handed me, to install a direct 
current machine.

I refer to ay telegram of July 26th and your tekgram 
of July 27th in reference to purdh ase of Diesel ofl and necessary 
lubricants for electric light plant at Rocher Bi ver ,N.W.T. 


The reason I telegraphed you wis to find out for sure if 
I should order this material, as Indien Affairs Branch had ordered the 
firewood for the wod-burning furnace. Rocher River wag the only place’ 
where ae wood-burning furnace was instelled, and all other schools 
burn oil. ‘Thus there was a chaiece that when Indien Affairs Branch 
were ordering the firewood ‘or the furnace they might also be ordering 
the oil supplies for the Direct Burrent Klectric Generating set. 


Your letter of December 22nd,1948, gave instructions that 
oil for the first year's supply should be considered a charge against 
the construction programme. Thus from this letter I had the a thority 
to make the purchase,but wanted to be positive there was no chance of 
duplication in ordering. 


The amount of the order placed is $699.67,f.0.b., Waterways, 
Alberta, and freight md bendling charges on Same may bring the tetel 
purchase to $1,000 when delivered at school at Rocher River. 


Work was suspended on the school on July 2lst but there ere 
still some uafinished items of carpenter work remaining to be done due, 
in part, to the non-arrival of necessary hardware. Some ten days’ work 
of a workman, would complete this phase of the project. The Rlectric 
Generatiny set, although delivered and instelled, is not fully operating 
possibly throu;:h unfamiliarity of the workman sent in to set up this unit. 
I am heaving this matter checked on further when a starting motor arrifes 
and some sgall expense will be required further, to complete this 
install ation. 


I shall let you know shortly if I require extra funds for the 
purchase of the Diesel oil and lubricants. 


I am writing L.C.Huater, Superintendent of Indian Agencies 
Fort Norman, sending a copy of the Purebase Requisition placed for the 
severel grades of oi] and lubricants. This will both a vise him that 
the purchase hes been made and elso serve as » sample of types of oil 
and lubricants required for the D.C. Geverating set when re-ordering of 
materiels is necessary next year.

Dear Mr. Johnston: 


I was at Kocher iver on the 28th of July last and left the 
peckege of filters which you sent for the lighting plant for the schools 


George McCallum is acting as caretaker as you know. He ap- 
pears capable and has a sense of responsibility. 


I have the following comments to make about the building: - 


Living Quarters 


B3athroom--The linoleum has not been laid although there is some availavle. 
The vent pipe for the plumbing fixtures passes through the floor and the 
ceiling and is open to view. It should be painted. The holes in the 

floor and ceiling were cut much too large and should be covered up with 

some kind of trim as they are very unsightly. 

Living Room--There is a vent pipe that passes through this room which is 
open to view and should be painted. The holes through the floor and ceiling 
were very roughly cut and should be filled in or trimmed since a bad draft 
will come through them. 

The hall and stairway from the lower floor to the living quarters, including 
all trim and doors, have been left unpainted. 

South Hast Bedroom--There is a vent pipe open to view here also which should 
be painted. The holes in the floor and ceiling here too are much too large 
and should be filled in or trimmed. 


Downstairs 


The storeroom for school supplies, including the ceiling, should be painted. 
The school furniture is lying scattered around the rooms partly assembled. 
Assembling of the furniture should be completed. Furniture and supplies 
now stored with the Hudson's Bay Company and Mr. DeMelt should be delivered 
to the school. The sliding doors were not installed properly and if an 
attempt is made to open them, they are more then likely to fall over and 
tear loose from the hinges. This should be investigated and the proper 
work carried out. Evidently some mistake was made in wiring the school and 
when the lighting switches were veing tested, it was found that the hall 
lights did not operate. It was then necessary to cut 4 hole in the ceiling 
of the nail and this has been left uncovered. Possibly there was not suf- 
ficient plaster poard left over to make a repair although something should 
certainly be done about ite 


Power Plant Building 


There was appsrently not sufficient aspestos siding to complete two sides 
of this building. The interior should be painted. Has no arrangement been 
made for a stove for this pbuilding? If it is not properly heated, the 
batteries will freeze and the lighting plent will be of nO US@. 
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This is a Lister lighting plent than which there ars none 
better made. A special arrangement is provided on this plant for starting 
the engine by throwing a switch which turns the generator into a Motor, 
the current from the batteries turns the generator over and starts the 
engine. The wiring of this part has evidently been done wrong, because, 
when the switch is thrown the motor does not turn over and the battery 
terminals heat up so much that there is danger of their melting. Evidently 
the vatteries are just shorting the current going to the motor. The 
electrician who did the job stated that he knew nothing whatever about this 
class of work. Although the engine is not difficult to start by hand, it 
requires two men to do so and I do not think the plant should be left as it 
is. 


You should be sure that the watchman or caretaker has adequate 
instruction in the running of this plent. An ample supply of distilled 
water for refilling the batteries should be on hand as well as proper 
grade of lubricating oil for the machine. I would stronely recommend that 
a man completely familiar with the maintenance and operation of this plant 
be sent in to properly instruct the caretaker, otherwise we are liavle to 
have the machine out of repair and this will entail heavy expense. 


There is a small warehouse at the rear of the school in which 
is stored a certain amount of surplus material from construction. There is 
a@ considerable pile of other material including lumber, bricks and fencing 
lying outside which will disappear if not properly stored. I think there 
is room in the building for it and arrangements should also be made to look 
after it properly. 


The school yard has been left littered with scrap ends of 
lumber and all of the miscellaneous left-over building materials. It is 


very unsightly and I certainly think it is the responsibility of your 
department, in constructing buildings, to clean up before you leave. 


I am writing to our Head Office asking that proper arrangements 
be made for the employment of @ caretaker.

IT am replying to your letter of Augus Sth, advis- 
ing that Mr. Blackburn and his wife were leaving Edmonton on 
August 20th for Rocher River. Actually Mr. anc Mrs .Blackburn 
only arrived in Edmonton today and, according to present 
arrangements, are expected to arrive at Rocher River on 
September lst. Tt have arranged the various train and airplane 


reservations for them via Fort Smith, N.W.T., and feel there 
will be no difficulty in their arrival. 


The D.C. electric generating plant is not working 
satisfactorily, and the manufacturer's agents here of this plant 
have promised to send a representative to Rocher River to 
inspect it and put it in first-class running order. I am delay- 
ing the arrival of this mechanic until after Mr. and Mrs. 
Blackburn have arrived at Rocher River, in order that 
Mr. Blackburn may receive first-hand instructions. 


Mr. Blackburn showed me a letter you had written him, 
and I gather it is the intention for Mr. Blackburn to assume 
the responsibility for the maintenance and operation of this 
D.C. electric generating plant. A man is presently looking 
after this unit and performing general watchman and janitor 
services while the building is unoceupied, but I am leaving 
the final permanent arrangements to be worked out by Mr.Blackburn 
after his arrival. I have also contacted the engineer of this 
Department at Yellowknife to discuss the matter with Mr. I. F. 
Kirkby of Indian Affairs Branch, Yellowknife. It is my under- 
standing that the permanent arrangement regarding janitor 
services and a maintenance man for electric generating plant, 


(OVER ) 
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electrically controlled hot-air furnace and so forth, should be 
arranged for by Indian Affairs. However, any assistance 
possible the Public Works Department can give in effecting a 
smooth changeover from construction to maintenance, should be 
attempted, and we are trying to operate on this policy.

Attached please find Requisitions covering janitor supplies, 
noon lunch requirements and wood needed for the school term beginning 
Sept. 6th. 1949, 

As at Hay River I do not believe that any of these items 
have been ordered and they are all urgently needed to start the 
school in operation. Items of supplies that are needed immediately 
will be purchased locally at the store untilsuch time as the above 
order arrives. 

The order if shipped immediately should be in time to 
catch the last boat of the Hudson's Bay into Rocher River this fall 
before freeze up. If not the shipment could be sent by boat as far 
as Fot Smith c/o Fred Fraser District Administrator and sent to 
Rocher River in small quantities whenever the Mines and Resources 
plane was making a trip to Yellowknife of other point in the North. 
In this way items could be put into a very out-of-the-way place 
at no extra cost. Most of the items with the exception of soap 
are not stacked at Rocher River and we must ship them in. 

The cook stove at Rocher River is a wood burner and takes 
a fourteen inch stick. As all the whod in the yard is in four foot 
lengths for the furnace it will either be necessary to re-cut the 
wood or have a supply of cookstove wood brought in from the woods. 
If we cut the furnace wood up we may run short and be required to 
get more ent during the winter. As we will need wood for another 
season in any case I believe it would be more economical to have 
the wood cut and delivered directly as cook stove wood. 1 therefore 
request authority to cut ten cords stove wood at a cost of approx. 
12.50 per cord. 

The furniture and kitchen utensils supplied at this school 
is very skimpy and as at Hay River I believe we should put in a 
complete unit of standard equipment. 1 believe Mr. Martin was asked 
to submitt a list and although I do not know what the list contained 
it is reasonable to expect that Rocher River should get the same, 
When I inspected the school last week it was noted that no dishes 
nor cutlery was delivered but that pots and pans had come. As the 
stores at Rocher do not stock dishes etc. it will be necessary to 
either ship them in by air immediately or purchase locally at 
Yellowknife and take them into the school first chance we have. 
Will it be in order for me to make these purchases or will it come 
from Edmonton. 

No water system has as yet been installed but the Public 
works are to complete next summer and in the mean time enough old 
barrels can be found to hold water hauled from the river.

During the past month I have been able to visit the 
three Indian Day Schools in this Agency as well as the Fort 
Resolution Residential School, As this trip was made just after 
the opening of the schoolterm I believe it worth while to report 
on my observations at each pointe 

On September 14th,proceeded to Rocher River with 
Agency boat. This school had opened for the first time on Sep= 
tember the 6th, and was progressing very favourably, The day I 
attended this school 33 pupils were in attendance and a few more 
were expected to come in. For the most part this number or 
possibly a few more will be the limit. Some of these children 
will move out with their parents for the winter hunt but I believe 
well over 25 will be in attendance at all times. 

The Superintendent of Indian Education was contacted and 
permision to construct a limited number of tables and benches to 
accommodate the extra pupils was obtained. These tables were to be 
80 constructed that they can be vsed as ping-pong tables in a games 
room once more desks are obtained. 

. A large number, if not all the natives at this settlement 
are in the settlement for the greater part of the summer and now 
that we have a welfare teacher at this point, I believe we should en- 
coufage gardening, etce, if we are to improve the welfare of these 
natives, Mr. & Mrs, Blackburn are very entpusiastic about doing just 
this work and as we have a tractor at Resolution, I will have it taken 
to Rowher River and plow up a section of the school yard as well as an 
area for communal gardens, It is my understanding that this type of 
work is part of the Welfare teachers job and in this country fhe first 
requirement is to improve the Indians standard of living by better 
methods of obtaining his food and clothinge A request for rakes and 
hoes for the spring gardening was noted and is on attached requisition, 

As to Mr. Blackburn's status, it is obvious that he expects 


eeeeeeaee ee eOVOr 
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to be second teacher when there are over 30 pupils and wants to 
hire a man to haul water, carry in wood and do the janitor jobs. 
I understood that Mr. Blackburn was to look after the school and 
we were not going to hire a janitor, From my talks with him I 
gathered that he felt that the teaching of the extra pupils and 
the night classes he took made it impossible to do the janitor 
work. As Mrs. Blackburn is the welfare teacher, I thought it was 
her place to teach the older persons and to contact the Indians in 
the s ettlement. 

Both these people seem enthusiastic and should, I hope, 
help to make Rocher River abetter place for the Indians, I 
would at the same time like to know whether we are to hire the 
services of an extra man as janitor, I cannot see how two teachers 
on full time pay are needed to teach 30 pupils, but can be corrected. 

J have seen enormous progress at all the schools since 
last term and T believe we can look forward with confidence to the 
results that will be obtained from the new type of school in the 
Northwest Territories.

Dear Sirss 

We have for the short time the Rocher River school has 
been in operation been having constant trouble with the light 
plant as supplied for this school. The last power failure being 
when one battery post was burned off. 

As it was necessary for me to make a trip into this 

Settlement I had Mr. W. Smith of Yellowknife Electric go in to 
give the plant a check before any more damage was done. When we 
examined the plant we found the following defects that were due 
to faulty instalation and nothing else. 


(a) All battery cells were set up and the posts still 
had paint and dirt from packing still on them, 

(bd) All connectors were dirty some with paper still on 
and all had been coated with vaseline before being 
fastened to cell post. 

(c) Five cells in the middle of the bank were reversed 
so that we had 90 volts instead of 112 volts. 

(da) With low voltage the points of the reverse relay 
cut-out were fused and were fixed until new arrive. 

(e) Several cell posts had started to burn but after 
cleaning were servicable. 


With cells set up and no paint or dirt removed from post 
and with the addition of vaseline between post and connector a 
resistance was set up that burned off the one post and started to burn 
several others. The posts were all cleaned and connected. Several 
iron bolts were used in place of lead and copper ones. One after- 
noon was spent cleaning up battery bank. 

Five cells were put in backwards and this reduced voltage t 
to 90 volts. This was corrected and the fact that the plant was not in 
operation was all that saved these five cells from being ruined. It 
appeared as though these cells are still good but will report on 
them later if they do not hold charge. 

With the low voltage at the cut out when starting and 
stopping the points were almost completely bgrned off and were fixed 
for the present until new ones are sent in. These points fused and 
would not cut out the first time we tried the sotor after the battery 
bank was cleaned and put in operation. 

The new cell has not arrived at Rocher River at the present 
time but I picked up the burned cell and will forward to you from 
Yellowknife, this will enable you to get it before it would have 
been available through Ft. Smith. 

Please send in the following parts to me at Yellowknife 
so that I can take them into Rocher River on my next trip in. 


Battery connector strips, to replace burned out ones, 
Battery post bolts & nuts, Lead copper. For connecting 
end cells to line etc.

On my last trip into Rocher River it was noted that 
the Indian Day School at this point had only two 
liquid pump type fire extinguishers, both of which 
are subject to freezing. 


We experience great difficulty in getting Janitors 
at these schools who understand mechanical equipment 
or their proper use. With this poor janitor service 
the heating equipment often fails and any type of 
water extinguisher freezes, rendering it useless. 


We have a large light plant and also a large furnace 
at this point and I request authority to purchase two 
fool proof extinguishers of the Ansul type, one for 
the engine room and one for the furnace room. Also 
two Pyrene extinguishers as stand-by for the same 
rooms. The local price on the small Ansul type is 
$38.25 and the large $92.50. 


Both these types are not effected by freezing and 
should be provided at once.

I believe this 
repair was necessary through faulty installation and 
not faulty maintenance and should be supplied free

If Indians did the sup lying of ice and 
their account was paid through DeMelt this should 
be stated. 


In future nlease insure that the Indians sre given 
first preference in any small jobs that might come 
along. I might add that a $9.00 freighting bill on 
the organ is very high indeed for a job as small as 
this one appears to be. It is your responsibility 
to insure that we get full value for public funds 
expended for any purpose at the Rocher River Indian 
Day School.

The two doors at the back entrance will not close by 
three inches even though they were planed off by the Dept. of 
Public Works less than a month ag. This is another school erected 
by D-PeW. om concrete blocks, 6 feet deep, (a scant five feet buried) 
four feet square at the base and one foot square on top. My 
investigation showed five feet before frost was encountered. 
Deyt. of Public Works started to put ina septic tank in June 
but abandoned the effort at about 3$ feet of depth. *

The 
December quarter return only showed 24 Indian 
children enrolled at the sohool and our records 
indicate that we have supplied desks for all the 
Indian children. We wrote to Sister Dussault on 
March 12, 1943, for an explanation regarding her 
request. We have just received a letter from 
her dated March 24, copy of which [I enclose. 

From this letter it would appear that in addition

Our 
files, therefore, show no record of its construction. 
Right Reverend Bishop Breynet, 0.M.I., in a letter dated 
October 6, 1923 offered to build a residential school to 
cccommodate up to thirty pupils for a grant of £30,000. 
He stated that with the help that was available such as 
carpenters and eng neers he was able to construct the school 
for the above amount. This is the only reference to the cost 
of either of these schools. The only reference we have of 
the Chureh of Bngland school is that on February 3, 1938 we 
gave them a grant for equipment of $2,000.00.

At Resolution the Roman Catholic Miseion ere 
new school building, which has only veen occupied 
An addition is shortly to ve added, which will 


the largest building north of Edmonton in Treaty 


At present it is three stories high: main 
suilding measuring 40 x 30; end two of 20 x 40 each. It 
is an exceedingly well-built frame structure, with ® good 
stone foundation. 

The ground floors of both wings are used a8 
class rooms: the sesend floor of one wing is the chapel, 
with the dome obliterating the third faoor. The second 
floor of the other wing is the recreation room, ond the 
third floor the girls dormitories. The boys dormitory 
is the third floor of tne main building. 

ne building is on the whole, vell divided, 
though the staircases are a little dark, and pretty nare 
row ond steep. However, there are outside staircases des- 
cending from the dormitories and recreation rooms. 80 there 
is practically no danger of accident in case of fire. 

The ventilation of jormitories end class rooms 
has heen well attended to. The windows open at both top

and bottom, and are so arrenged that a good current

air can be obtained at any time. Doors open onto spacious 


galleries from dormitories, class rooms and reereation 


rooms. Bight large windows in esch of the above rooms 
rive ample libht, coal oil lamps, of course, are used at 
night. 

The class rooms are equipped with two blackboards 
two maps. Three long desks accommodate twenty four pupils: 
the rest sit at long tsbles. They ore in need of a geography 
Slobe; two maps each of the world, the Dominion of Canada 
ond the North Country. They need also two blackbosrds and 
brushes, and a couple dozen slates. 

The Deportment last year sent in 25 iron bedsteads 
and springs but no matresses. Esch child now has four good 
blenkets and a feather pillow. They have of course, their 
individual towel, comb and basin.

Woter is supplied from s well under the kitchen 
and is pumped to the kitchen end the girls dormitory.

Two rooms are reserved as infirmaries, one for the 
boys, one for the girls. They were not used this year, a8 
there was not a single case of iliness.

These are neither floored or walled as yet but that will be 
attended to later on.

Besidee the school building there are two ice 
houses, two store houses, one barn two closets, a large 
house for the priests and one now used as a store house, 
formerly the old school. 

The stock comprises five milch cows, four oxen 
and two spring calves. 

The garden is good. The soil seems to be excep- 
tionally fertile, and under syetemotic cultivation, yields 
2 surprieing crop of vegetables. About four scres are under 
goerden ot present, but this area i 1 being added to. 
This years crop of vegetables included beans, peas, turnips, 
onions] cabbage, exuliflower, carrots and tomatoes, which 
latter | nowever] did not ripen on the vine, though they grow 
to a foir size. Cucumbers and squach were tried without 
success; but last autumn saw close on to four hubdred bvish- 
els of potstoes in the store houses. 

The grounds eround the school building are kept 
clean ond tidy. The building itself is on hégh ground; and 
the hundred yards between it and the lske have been cleared, 
eo that the school is the most prominent landmark at Resole- 
ution, snd I would strongly recommend that the present grant 
be materially increased, The sp.ccomnmodation will be greatly 
increased by the erection of the hew wing to be occupied next 
outumn,. This wing is to be 22 x 50: three stories high, 
end will contain three large class rooms.

A goos supply of water is providdd by a well in the 
kitchen of the school, although the "ater from Great Slave Take 
is excellent for drinkine puppeses, 

The general school equipment is a little lacking 
in some respects, especially blackboards, maps, class-books, 
desks, etc. 

At the time of inspection there were 17 boys and 33 
girls at the school and all exhibited a well cared for 
appearance, The proficiency of the scholars was well up to the

At the time of my visit the pupils were hevihg va- 
cation, The total number of pupils sat the school st this 
time was 47, 

The school dormitories are light and siry and the 
general living rooms provide ample space for the require- 
ments. Spacious playgrounds are alwo provided. 

There is @ certsin amunt of lexity in the manner in 
which Indian children are brought into the schools from 
their homes. No medicel inspection is made and at the 
time of my visit to Resolution, a bend of no less that 14 
children of the Dog Rib tribe was brought all the way from 
Fort Ree in an open York boat and admitted to the school 
without en inspection. In my opinion there is a conside 
erable risk settached te such conduct, as any contagious 
disease once contracted by the pupils would be very hard 
to check or eradicate,

Honourabl grles Stewart. 


Rt. Rev. G. Breynat, 0O.M.I., Vionr Apostolic of 
Mackenzie River Diocese, forwards a statement regarding the 
logs sustainel by the Inlian residential schools in his Diocese 
sucin: the oust three years ac a result of the lumayge to the 
boats ond fishing gear used by the schools through exoeptionally 
stormy weather. These schools are located at Fort Resolution 
ani Providence Mission. 


In order to obtain food supplies for the use of the 
pucils ani staff, which consist principally of fish, the boats 
and fishing gear had to be immediately replaced, thus ent»riling 
an extraordinary ani unforseen expeniiture. His Lordship states 
that an expenditure of $7450 was inourred in replacin: the bosta 
ani nets, ani he requests that some financial aasistance be granted 
to recoup him. 


His Lordship ‘8 that the unearned portion o” the per 
cucita grants provided for these schools for the praesent fiscal 
year be applied towards this purpose. This unearned grant re- 
presents the difference between the amount provided in our estime 
ates Sor each o°* these schools ani the amount of the grant as 
actually paid, which latter is caloulsted on the average attendance 
43 shown by the quarterly returns. 


The returns for esch of th juartere of the present 
fisoul year ar ‘t to hand, but, basel on those received, it is 
estimate! that there will be approximately $3000 of unearned grant 
at the eni of the present fiscal year. Phere was a falling off 
in the pupilage enrolled at each school occasions: chiefly by 
sickness among the Iniians, anil, a ; lt, there was a lower 
number of pupils in residence at each sehool than the per capita 
grant is provided for, The schools did not, on that account, 
Feceive the ful) grant nrovided by our appropriation for Indian 
education. 


His Lordanip's request is an unusual one, but, owing 
to the difficulties encountered in coniucting these schools, 
and the cost of their maintenance in this northern country, I am 
disposed to favourably consider the Bishop's request, and recommend 
Tor your approval that at the end of the present fiscal year we 
transfer the unearned portion of the er Canita grunts for these 
two schools towards the cost of reimbursing the church authorities 
Tor the expenditure incurre! by them in replacing the boata and 
fishing gear lost through the exceptionally stormy weather.

I wish to refer to that portion of your report, 
dated the 2nd ultimo, which is relative to conditions and 
training at the Reeolution Indian kesidential School. I 
should be grateful if you would discuss with the kev. 
Principal the advisability of giving more vocational 
education to the boys and explain thet the epartnent 
favours the half day system, i. e., morning or afternoon 
in the classroom and the other part of the day in farming, 
gardening, care of stock, carpentry, or whatever will 
assist them when they graduate.

The euthorities of Bort Resolution Indian 
Residential School have advised me of the sad plight in which 
they are placed during this present year on account of the low 
earnings of the schoole 


You are perhaps aware that twenty seven 
children from Fort Rae did not return for the school term of 
1926-27. I can not help but state that the schoo authorities 
are not solely to bleme for this misfortune.
